Corporal Punishment Charged 


Montessori Day Care 
Is Closed by State 


The State of California 
has revoked the child day 
care license of the Victoria 
Montessori School in Sierra 
Madre after a Superior Court 
found evidence that children 
being cared for at the pre¬ 
school had been subjected 
to corporal punishment, ac¬ 
cording to Kathy Lester of 
the State Department of So¬ 


cial Services located in down¬ 
town Los Angeles. 

Victoria and Roger Ran¬ 
dall, who operated the center 
at 499 West Sierra Madre 
Blvd., lost their license after 
appealing to the Superior 
Court. 

The Randalls were also 
turned down in their attempt 
to open another center at 


695 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 
in the Methodist Church 
quarters, according to the 
Department’s Community 
Care Licensing Division. 

The couple’s appeal to the 
Superior Court followed a 
hearing before an adminis¬ 
trative law judge who ruled 
that the license should be sus-

Illegal Fireworks Seized 
In joint Police, Fire Dept. Raid 


Sierra Madre Police last 
Wednesday evening arrested 
a Sierra Madre man for pos¬ 
session of illegal fireworks, 
reportedly worth about $4000 
“street value” said Police 
Chief Bill Betts. 

Andrew Krol, 25, of West 
Highland Ave., was arrested 
following a search of his resi¬ 
dence. The search turned up 
eight cases of illegal explo¬ 
sives and Kroll was subse¬ 
quently released after posting 


a $5000 bond. 

The boxes consisted of 
bottle rockets, skyrockets, 
roman candles and other 
types of aerial fireworks 
along with several “bricks” 
of firecrackers. 

Betts said the initial break 
came to the attention of 
Fire department officials 
who had received word of fire 
works being set off near 
Sierra Madre School. He ex¬ 
plained the arrest followed a 


joint investigation by the 
city’s Police and Fire Depart¬ 
ments. That joint investiga¬ 
tion, headed by Detective 
Sgt. William Kent. Sgt. Chris 
Christensen and Sgt. Wayne 
Bailey, resulted in police ob¬ 
taining a search warrant for 
the investigation of the Krol 
home. 

The Sierra Madrean is being 
arraigned on the felony count 
June 24 in Pasadena Muni¬ 
cipal Court.

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Mail Order Fire 
Works Illegal 

If you purchase fireworks from mail-order 
companies, you probably will lose your money 
and the fireworks, Los Angeles County Fire 
Chief Clyde A. Bragdon, Jr. has warned. 

Hundreds of dollars worth of mail-order 
fireworks already have been confiscated and 
will be destroyed under provisions of the State 
Health and Safety Code. In nearly every case, 
the buyer cannot get a refund. Losses average 
nearly $100 per purchase. 

“Out-of-state mail-order firms advertise 
heavily In magazines throughout the nation,” 
the chief explained. “In most ads, there is no 
indication that sale of unapproved fireworks 
in California is illegal. People purchase a cata¬ 
logs, then are required to pre-pay with a money 
order or certified check before shipment is 
made.” 

Because fireworks cannot be sent through 
the U.S. Postal System, the firms ship by truck 
and freight companies which must cooperate 
with the Fire Department by notifying when 
these illegal fireworks arrive at their local 
shipping depots. State law provides heavy 
penalties for transporting fireworks which 
are not State Fire Marshal-approved. 

Many of the advertisements appear in 
magazines aimed at young people. 

“Although the buyer is required 
to sign a statement that all local laws have 
been complied with and that he or she is over 
18, it is obvious that such statements cannot 
be verified,” Bragdon said. 

In California, only fireworks which have 
been approved by the State Fire Marshal as 
"safe and sane" can be sold or used. They 
must be purchased only at approved fire¬ 
works stands in those communities which 
permit their sale. Fireworks can be sold only 
between noon of June 28 and noon of July 6. 

Mail-order firms sell firecrackers, roman 
candles and sky rockets, and many other fire¬ 
works that cannot meet California’s rigid “safe 
and sane” standards. These illegal fireworks 
are the leading cause of fires and Injuries 
which occur during the Fourth of July holiday. 
Last year, more than $4 million in damage 
was sustained by homes and buildings In Los 
Angeles County, all caused by fireworks. In 
addition, 321 persons sought hospital treat¬ 
ment for fireworks’ related burns and injuries. 

All types of fireworks, including the so- 
called “safe and sane" are illegal in the City 
of Sierra Madre. It is expected that again this 
year, as in the past, our city will be heavily 
patrolled by the fire and police departments 
on the fourth and fifth of July. All fireworks 
will be conticated and the owner cited into 
court. 

The local departments say they will con¬ 
tinue a heavy vigilance throughout the holiday 
period to confiscate any other fireworks in the 
city of Sierra Madre and will issue citations 
to anyone caught with any type of fireworks 
in their possession. 

In the past few years Sierra Madre has 
had brush fires and roof fires started by fire¬ 
works and Chief Mueller indicated it is the 
department’s intention to remove this fire 
suppression expense by taking the fireworks 
out of circulation before there is a problem. 

The heads of both the police and fire 
departments have requested the News to issue 
a warning to all residents and visitors that 
even the so-called “safe and sane” fireweorks 
are not legal in Sierra Madre at any time.
